
2013 Litter Index Results: Pre-Campaign 

Post-campaign results will be posted in June 2013. 

The Litter Index is rated 1 to 4, with a score of 1 representing no litter, and a score of 4 representing extremely littered. The city 
of Winnipeg was divided into 12 areas, with the pre-campaign results shown below (conducted April 25 to May 3, 2013). The 
average score for Winnipeg as a whole was 2.23 in April 2013. 

Area 1: Northwest Average Score: 2.85 

Worst Streets: Oak Point Highway, Perimeter Highway, McPhillips Street from Perimeter to Jefferson Avenue, Selkirk Avenue 
from McPhillips Street to King Edward Street, Burrows Avenue from King Edward Street to McPhillips Street 

Area 2: North/Central Average Score: 2.23 

Worst Streets: Perimeter Highway, Burrows Avenue from Main Street to Arlington Street 
Area 3: Northeast Average Score: 2.2 

Worst Streets: Chief Peguis Trail from Main Street to Henderson Highway, Lagimodiere Boulevard, Panet Road 

Area 4: Transcona Average Score: 2.7 

Worst Streets: Lagimodiere Boulevard, Pandora Avenue 

Area 5: West Average Score: 1.85 

Worst Streets: Flight Road, Perimeter Highway 

Area 6: West End Average Score: 2.35 

Worst Streets: Omand's Creek, Sherbrook Street, Maryland Street 

Area 7: Downtown Average Score: 1.84 

Worst Streets: Higgins Avenue, McDermot Avenue, Bannatyne Avenue 

Area 8: St Boniface Average Score: 2.22 

Worst Streets: Lakewood Boulevard, Fermor Avenue 

Area 9: SL Vital/South Osborne Average Score: 2.09 

Worst Streets: Perimeter Highway, Warde Avenue 

Area 10: Southwest Average Score: 2.28 

Worst Streets: Dale Boulevard, Taylor Avenue 

Area 11: Fort Rouge/ Fort Garry Average Score: 1.94 

Worst Streets: Wilkes Boulevard/Sterling Lyon Parkway, Kenaston Boulevard, Bishop Grandin Boulevard 
Area 12: South Average Score: 2.23 

Worst Streets: McGillivray Boulevard, Waverley Street south of Bison Drive, Perimeter Highway, Bison Drive
